AGAINST ENDARGEMENT. 


Chief of Engineers Reports Adverse- 
ly to Proposition to Increase Capaci- 
ty of Diversion at Mormon Channel. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES) 
WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Oct. 16.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) The Secretary of War filed to- 
day with the Speaker of the House, a 
report by Maj. 8. A. Cheney, Corps of 
Engineers, on the preliminary exam- 
ination of the Stockton and Mormen 
channels in compliance with provisions 
of the River and Harbor Act ap- 
proved July 25, 1912. This report 
includes the diversion canal with a 
view to determining what, if anything, 
may or should be Jone by the United 
States either alone or in conjunction 
with the city of Stockton and the State, 
(ef California, or either of them, in 
order to increase the capacity of the 
diversion canal from its upper end in 
Mormon Channel to the mouth of 
Calaveras River in the San Joaquin 
River, so that the canal shall carry 
the entire flood flow of Mormon Chan- 
nel and thus prevent the deposit of 
material in the navigable portions for 
the Stockton and Mormon channels. A 
rehearing was granted on this project 
in this city last summer. 
Gen. Kingman, chief of engineers, 
reports: 
“After due consideration of the 
above mentioned reports, I concur 
with the views of the district officer, 
the division engineer, and the board 
of engineers for rivers and harbors, 
that the enlargement of the existing 
project for the improvement by the 
United States of Stockton and Mormon 
channels, California, including the di- 
version canal, in the manner appar- 
ently desired by the interests con- 
cerned as described tm the reports 
herewith, is not deemed advisable at 
the present time.” 
The district officer expresses the 
opinion that such silt as now reaches 
the navigable portions of Stockton anJ 
Mormon channels can best be removed 
by dredging; that the United States 
should not pay any damages due to 
flooding, and that the United States 
should not reconstruct the bridges 
across the diverting canal. No survey 
is recommended in these views, the 
division engineer concurs. 
It ie observed that the ends sought 
by building the diverting canal have 
been attained but that the United 
Sjates would not ke justified in ex- 


required, to attain the desired end by 
dredging. It is declared that the in- 
terests of navigators are fairjy well 
served by the existing project, and 
that the government would not be 
sufficiently benefited to enter on an 
enlargement of the work either alone 
or in conjunction with the city of 
Stockton or the State of California.

Mra. Jennie May Eaton, on trial for 
the murder of her husband,’ Rear- 
Admiral Joseph Giles Eaton, U.S.N. 
(retired,) heard today her 16-year- 
old daughter, Dorothy Virginia Ains- 
worth, support the contention of the 
Prosecution that she (the mother) was 
unreasonably jealous of her husband. 
Under the questioning of Dist.-Atty. 
Barker, Dorothy testified that her 
mother was easily angered and had 
eontiniual hallucinations that the ad- 
miral was trying to poison the family. 

Asst. Dist.-Atty, Fred G. Kalzmann 
outlined the ease for the prosecution, 
alleging jealaysy as a motive for the 
supposed crime. Dorothy's testimony 
substantiated in several particulars the 
points on which Kalamann had placed 
emphasis. In the cross-examination 
of Medical Examiner Gilman Osgood 
by Attorney Charlies A. Morse, the 
lawyer asked questions aimed to bring 
out the possibility that Admiral Eaton 
might have taken the igon in con- 
nection with a drug habit.

REED ISSUES STATEMENT. 


Senator Reed issued a statement 
after his first conference with the 
President declaring the pending bill 
could be improved by amendment: 
that the hearings had brought out val- 
uable points and that the “attempt to 
picture me as fighting thé President 
Was as false as it was ridiculous.” 

The President is reported to have 
told the Senators that as long as the 
fundamentals of the House bill are 
retained, among them, provision for 
the elasticity of the currency, safe- 
guards against concentratign of re- 
serves, and the establishment of gov- 
ernment control over a regional fe- 
serve system, he would not object to 
other material changes if the bill. 

According to Senator Hitchcock 
the President does not desire the 
currency bill to be made a partisan 
measure and would welcome Republi- 
can support. The Nébraska Senator 
expressed the opinion also that the 
Republicans on the Senate Commit- 
tee would not delay the measure. 

An air of genefal good feeling sur- 
rounded the situation tonight. 
great many Democratic Senators have 
informed the President that they will 
not tolerate delay and will call for 
party cauveus if dilntory tactics de- 
velop. 

While the members of the com- 
mittee were holding their “get-to- 
gether” conferences with the Prest- 
dent, the hearing of wWitnes#es cori- 
tinued.

Capt. Inch of the Volturno 
Defends His Crew. 


Declarés Restuers Did All 
that Was Possible. 


Denies There Was Any Rush 
for the Lifeboats.

NEW. YORK, Oct. 16.—Franelé 
Inch, the boyish-looking Briton who 
commanded the burned steamer Vol- 
turno, came to port on the Kroon- 
land tonight, bringing with him 
eighty-seven survivora, passengers and 
crew, of his Ili-starred vessel. His 
story of the disaster, in which 154 
lives were lost, had preceded him by 
wireless, but Inch told his tale in 
|Simple-phrased and modestly-spoken 
detail that described more vividly 
than the wireless could picture the 
panorama of the Volturno’s loss and 
the rescue of more than 500 of those 
she had on board. 

Cowardiece there was none on the 
Velturne, either ationg officers or 
crew, Inch said. There wa® no rush 
of seamen, which made it necessary 
for him to warh thém back with his 
revolver, His revolver was in a 
drawer in his cabin and it burned with 
the ship. And no one on board drew 
& revolver. These statements he in- 
tended should refute the stories told 
by steerage passengers who arrived 

yesterday on the Grosser Kurfuerst. 
PRAISES RESCUERS. 

The Volturno’s master, besides dé- 
fending his own officers ahd men. sald 
he had fi6 éfiticism to make of the 
tactics of any of the boats that stood 
by. “The Carmania did ite best. the 
same as the others,” he said. “There 
is nothing but praise for evéty one. 
I did fot expéect a boat could live in 
those s@as when the Carmania and the 
other first few ships came up.” The 
Carmania did drop a boat, Inch de- 
clared, but it could not get near for 
the Volturno drifted faster than the 
cTew could row. Later the Carmania 
sent of a life faft, but it drifted 
across the Voelturne’s bow and disap- 
peared. 

Eighteen cabin and two steerage 
Passengers entered the first lifeboat 
and ventufed to leavé the Volturno.

The third boat took of forty, ten of 
them sailors. As she settled into the 
water ten more jumped aboard from 
the Volturno’s deck. A wave swept 


“She 
just sat on it and crushed it out of 
sight.” sajd Inch.

“We have thoroughiv tested the 
various links in the iong aqueduct 
chain and everything is satisfactory,” 
said Mutholland yesterday. “The wa- 
ter which will flow on the opening 
day will come clear from the river 
sources, unmixed, with any other con- 
taminating water.” 

SALUTE OF CANNON. 

While in the San Fernando Valley 
yesterday Boruff and Davison located 
a site just in front of the Cascade, 
which name Mulholland has given to 
the long chain of concrete steps over 
Which the water is admitted to the 
Gan Fernando Valley from tunnel No. 
108, for the speakers’ stand. They al- 
so decided to post Battery A on the 
hills back of the Cascade for the can- 
non salutes which will greet the ar- 
rival of the water.

COUNCILMEN’S ABSENCE

O MEET objections raised by the 

Mayor and members of the City 

Council to plans for relocating 
tracks on Alameda and Fourth 
streets, the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany yesterday presented alternative 
propositions which its officials be- 
lieved would be satisfactory to the 
objectors and end the present con- 
troversy, thus paving the way for 
work to begin upon the construction 
of the new Arcade depot. 

One proposition was to repeal the 
ordinance fixing the sidewalk lines 
on Alameda street between Fourth 
and Sixth streets, thus preparing the 
way for legally relocating the South- 
ern Pacific tracks on the west side 
of this street. The other was to adopt 
an ordinance granting the permit to 
relocate the main lines on Alameda 
between Third and Vincent streets 
and spur tracks crossing Fourth 
street, and leave the main lines un- 
changed south of Fourth street on 
Alameda. 

Several factors in the imbroglio 


over the proposed new Arcade depot 
demanded attention for a good por- 
tion of the day yesterday at the City 
Hall. Out of it all, when a summary 
is attempted, there appears to stand 
forth the fact that there are only 
seven members of the City Council 
in the city-—-McKenzle being in the 
East and Reed in the Coachella Val- 
ley on sick leave—and no definite 
move to clear up the difficulties can 
be made until at least one member of 
the trio holding out against imme- 
diate action favorable to the build- 
ine, project changes his position.

General Appraiser Receives 
Importers’ Complaints, 


Assistant Attorney-General 
Accompanies Him. 


Two Days to Dispose of Two 
Hundred Cases. 


Hon. 8S. B. Cooper, United States 
General Appraiser and champion 
Democratic office-holder of Texas, ar- 
rived yesterday at the Van Nuys to 
open, this morning, a two days’ hear- 
ing of the complaints of importers 
who believe that they were charged 
excessive duties by the government. 

Cooper expects to dispose of about 
200 cases in two days and then will 
proceed to San Francisco, where there 
are 800 cases on the docket. 

Cooper is accompanied by Asst. 
Atty.-Gen. T. J. Doherty, who will 
conduct the government's side of the 
cases. Cooper is one of nine general 
appraisers. They receive a salary of 
$9000 a year, which is more than 
Federal judges get. The tenure of 
office is for life, subject to good be- 
havior. Cooper was appointed on the 
bi-partizan board three years

the United States and any foreign nation.” 

This provision renders nugatory and val- 
ueless the 6 per cent. reduction in tariff 
duties, for with many nations we have 
treaties guaranteeing that their ships 
“shall have equal treatment with vessels of 
the United States with regard to import 


the same privileges as those brought in 
vessels of the United States.” 

These nations are Austria-Hungary, Ar- 
gentine Republic, Belgium, Bolivia, Colom- 
bia, Denmark, Greece, Hanseatic republics, 
Italy, Japan, Liberia, Mechlenburg-Sch werin, 
Netherlands, Paraguay, Prussia, 8 
Sweden and Norway. 

It may be said that the ships of all these 
nations combined do not bring as much 
freight to this country as British vessels. 
But that does not matter, for our treaty 
with Great Britain, if it does.not contain 
the foregoing stipulation for “equal treat- 
ment” in exact phrase, contains it in the 
clause which provides that each party shall 
enjoy any privileges accorded to “the most 
favored nation.” 

It may be claimed that the treaty with 
Great Britain contains a clause applying 
the reciprocal provision énly to goods which 
are the “growth product or manufacture of 
His Britannic Majesty's territories in Eu- 
rope, and that the United States would not 
be required to rebate 5 per cent. of the 
duties on goods brought in British ships 
from Canada, Australia, New Zealand, Ja- 
maica, South Africa, India and other Eng- 
lish. poggessions. _ ; 

As, under the new tariff, about every- 
thing we are likely to import fm large quan- 
tities from those countries is on the free 
list, this exemption will amount to noth- 
ing, and if it should ever assume propor- 
tions of consequence, it may be predicted 
that Sir Edward Grey will demand for all 
the constituent parts of the British empire 
equal treatment under the provisions of 
the new tariff law. 

We had nothing to fear of retaliatory les- 
isiation from England. She is a free-trade 
nation and, as she inflicts no tariff duties, 
has no basis for a rebate, and if she should 
enact a tariff law it would simply add the 
cost of any rebate to the price of the grain 
and cotton she buys from us and would 
deduct nothing from the price paid us. 

If Congress had not added this destroying 
provision to the 5 per cent. rebate bill, the 
treaties with foreign powers would never 
have bothered us, for it is an elementary 
proposition of international law that a com- 
mercial treaty may be abrogated by efther 
the administrative or legislative power of 
contracting parties.

An in- 
crease recently made im the salary of the 
superintendent of the electric lighting plant 
will bring the cost of each city arc up to 
$87.50. 

The Mayor of Logansport, Ind., avers that 
municipal ownership of the lighting plant is 
a success. But on examination it appeared 
that in fixing the price to be charged for 
the current no provision was made for de- 
preciation, for damage claims or for inter 
est on money borrowed to pay for the plant. 
All these items were paid, not out of the 
receipts of the plant, but out of the city 
treasury, and thus the taxpayers who did 
not use electricity paid for the “Juice” used 


Reading, Pa., after careful investigation, re- 
ported against the establishment of a mu- 
nicipal lighting plant there. 

Mayor Jobn F. Fitzgerald of Boston, 
Mass., after & tour of investigation in Eu- 
rope, said: “Political conditions in this 
country make public ownership of public 
utilities an ideal to be approached gradual- 
ly and through a series of careful expert 
ments.

UBLICITY AIDS JUSTICE.

Getting the news 
necessarily includes revelation of crime, 
and showing up crime exposes the criminal, 
Thus it comes about that the newspaper 
actually fills the position of a guardian of 
the public safety. Many crimes would be 
concealed and many criminals would go 
unpunished but for publicity of facts gath 
ered with painstaking care by the news 
papers, often in the face of obstacles which

LAST MEETING 
OF COMMISSION. 


San Bernardino Highway Sys- 
tem Plan Adopted. 


Approximately Two Million 
Dollars to Be Spent. 


Sha 
Movement Started to Estab- 
lish a Public Museum. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Oct. 16.—A 
large delegation of San Bernardino 
citizens this morning met with the 
County Highway Commission relative 
to the roads leading out from this 
elty. All roads leading out from the 
eity had been agreed upon by the 


commission except that running to the 


west end of the county on Highland 
avenue. 

There seemed to have been some 
misunderstanding as to what this city 
really wanted in that respect. Ad- 
dresses were made to the commission 
by State Treasurer E. D. Roberts, 
President W. M. Parker of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, John Andregon and 
others, they asking that the Highland 
avenue road be brought to the brow 
of the Rialto bench and then along 
the bench to the Foothill boulevard, 
thus making a direct road into this 
city. 
It ts expected the commission wil! 
accede to the request of the people 
of this eity, now that.they are united 
on the matter. Delegations were also 
present from Rialto today. 

Today's was the last of the hear- 
ings to be held by the commission 
unless some extraordinary cor dition 
shall arise. The report of the com- 
mission will be made up within a few 
days more, it ls expected. ' 

The Highland avenue r*ute will 
give a vast strip of country a good 
roads outlet which they do not now 
have. The bond tesue is expected to 
total up to about $1,769,000. 

MUSEUM PROJECT. 

Steps have been undertaken to get 
the city to purchase the famous Al- 
verson-Wright collection of mineral 
and geological specimens, to be placed 
in the Public Library building as a 
nucieus for a permanent museum. 
The collection is a very large one 
and contains many specimens which 
it would be almost impossible te dupli- 
cate. It represents the life work of 
these two men, A. H. Alverson and 
Prof. W. G. Wright, both of whom 
have been known as authorities on 
the subject. If the collection is pur- 
chased it is announced that several 
other private collections owned in 
the city and valley will be added to 
it. thus making a large start for a 
musetm of geological and mineral 
specimens of the Southwest. 

MUST RETURN MONFEY. 

As a result of the Supreme Court 
decision that a business Mcense can- 
not be collected by cities from public 
service corporations which pay taxes 
only to the State, this city must re- 
turn about $2260 to the various cor- 
porations operating here for licenses 
paid in since the new State tax law 
went into effect. The annual loss to 
the city will be close to $1000. Local 
offictals have been watching the case 
with great interest, knowing that the 
outcome would settle” the local li- 
cense Question. Some of the local 
corporations have persistently de- 
clined to pay the license on the ground 
that it was fllegal.

GROWERS GATHER PROFITS. 


Corona Fruit Exchange Eeccives 
More Than a Million Dollars for 
the Year's 

CORONA, Oct. 16.—The annual 
meeting of the stockholders of the 
Queen Colony Fruit Exchange was 
held this ernoom The exchenge 
has just finished a very prosperous. 
year and the report of the secretary 
showed that it had been one of the 
best that this city had ever enjoyed. 
Secretary Frank Harlow stated that 
through the exchange alone more 
than $1,385,000 had been received 
for fruit for the 1912-1913 season. 
The shipments for the season just 
ended amounted to $50 cars—572 of 
oranges and 387 of lemons. The ship- 
ments during the past season were 
about 75 per cent. of normal. Har- 
low states that the outlook for the 
coming season is exceptionally bright 
and the prospects for a record year 
are assured beyond a doubt. He es- 
timates that there will be at least 
1200 cars shipped from this point 
this season.

LAYS CLAIMS TO VALUABLE SITE 
ON WATER FRONT. 


The City Council took direct steps 
Yesterday towards acquiring posses- 
sion of a valuable piece of wharf prop- 
erty at San ‘Pedro, held heretofore 
under the claim of the San Pedro Dock 
Company, but now, the city alleges, 
practically abandoned property. . 

An ordinance bearing the emer- 
gency clause was adopted by the Coun- 
ell yesterday, at the request of the 
Harbor Commission, authorizing that 
commission to take immediate posses- 


. @ion of this wharf, and repealing an 


ordinance adopted by the old Board 
of Trustees of the former city of San 
Pedro, which granted the franchise to 
the dock company. The ordinatice is 
mow in the hands of the Mayor. 

Some time ago the Harbor Commis- 
sion ordered the company to make 
repairs on the wharf, and these orders 
Were ignored. Then the commission 
had signe placed on the wharf, declar- 
ing it ureafe for the handling of pub- 
He business and a fence was placed 
e@crous its front. The vessels that had 
Deen using the dock secured other 
thus practically 
abandoning the property. A question 
has also been raised as to the legality 
of the original grant of the franchise. 

This operty, which is 625 feet 
long and 125 feet wide, is located di- 
rectly south of the city’s First-street 
landing at San Pedro, and will be of 
much value to the city for an exten- 
sion of the municipal wharfage. A 
Portion of it tide lands that are 
now in litigdtion,While the remainder 
is on public property where the title 
fe not in question.
